150th - anniversary of this In- 
venUon by pastry cook Nicolas 
Appeit, whe developed it to 
help feed Napoleon's travelling 
army. His award was 12,000 
franca, about US$2,100 at to~ 
day's exchange rates. 


Qthers have modernised Ap- 
pert’a method and created hun- 
dreds of new products, but his 
basic principle — boiling scaled 
containers of food — remains un- 
changed, says the National Can- 


“|nors Association, a sclf-policing 


body for the American canning 
industry, 

Appert’s experiments included 
most of today’s canned foods: 
meat, fowl and game, soup, milk, 
butter, cream, egus, fish ond sea 
food, fruit and vegeiabdles. 


His containers were corked 
wideemouth jnrs. Tin canisters 
were invented later by a Briton, 
Inspired by Appert's published 
work, the association sald. ‘The 
first American canneries were vs- 
tablished around 1620, in Bos- 
ton and New York. 


-The first hundred years were 
the hardest. At the tum of the 
ecntury, only 50 canned foods 
were included In the association's 
first count. But by 1959, the tctal 
had-passed 1,200 and showed no 
signs of stopping.
